S.0.600(E).—Whereas under sub-section (1) of Section 72 ofthe Punjab Reorganisation Act, 1966 (31 of 1966) read 
with sub-section (3) thereof, the Board constituted under the Sikh GurudwaraS Act, 1925 (Pinyab Act 8 of 1925) shall, on and 
from the first day of November, 1966, continue to function and operate in those areas in respect of which it was functioning and 
operating immediately before the day, subject to such directions as may, from time to time be issued by the Central Government 
until other provision is made by law in respect of the said Board: 

And, whereas, under sub-section (2) of said Section 72, any such direction may include a direction that any law by 
which the said Board is governed shall, in its application to the Board, have effect to such exceptions and modifications as may 
be specified in the direction; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1), read with sub-sections (2) and (3) of the said 
Section 72, the Central Government hereby directs that the Sikh Gurudwaras Act, 1925 (Punjab Act 8 of 1925) shall have effect 
as from the date of issue of this notification, subject to the following further modifications, namely 

(1) In Section 43 - A, in sub-section (1), in clause (i) for the words “one hundred and forty” the words “one hundred and 
seventy” shall be substituted. 

(2) In section 44,— 

(i) in sub-section (1) for the words, brackets and figure “sub-section (2) f \ the words, brackets and figures “sub¬ 
sections (2) and (3)” shall be substituted; 

(ii) after sub-section (2), the following sub-section shall be inserted, namely :— 

“(3) The Central Government shall from time to time and after such consultation with the Board or as it considers 
proper, select thirty constituencies, other than those provided under sub-section (2), which shall be plural constituencies, each 
two members of whom one shall be a woman. 

Provided that out of thirty seats reserved for women five seats shall be reserved for women belonging to the Scheduled 

Castes ” 
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
